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When  the  second  hand  sweeps  past 
the  twelfth  position  declaring  the  mid- 
night hour,  when  thousands  of  peo- 
ple around  the  country  are  celebrat- 
ing, we  will  have  once  again  reached 
that  notorious  month  of  January.  Un- 
like any  other  January  for  a  hundred 
years  this  particular  winter  month  has 
been  dedicated  towards  inspiring  in 
us  the  jubilance  of  expected,  ordain- 
ed, God-given  spangled  destiny.  We 
are  encouraged  to  conjure  up  breath- 
taking and  tearful  memories  of  Valley 
Forge,  as  Disney  splashes  us  with  his 
wonderful  world  of  color.  We  are  ex- 
pected to  bury  our  hearts  in  restful 
sleep,  massaged  by  our  wonderful 
sense  of  secure  freedom  and  not  give 
a  second  thought  to  Wounded  Knee. 
But  we  can't.  We're  supposed  to  ap- 
plaud the  struggle  of  a  people  who 
supposedly  claimed  independence 
through  revolution.  But  they  didn't. 
It  was  really  a  struggle  for  self-deter- 
mination against  the  insatiable  hunger 
of  a  Kingdom  thousands  of  uncharted 
miles  across  the  sea.  The  scientific  pro- 
cess of  revolution  was  not  instilled  in

the  new  nation,  but  rather  the  vio- 
lence and  greed  of  "Manifest  Destiny." 
These  thirteen  colonies  in  turn  went 
about  conquering  the  prime  cut  of 
the  continent.  Swarms  of  blue-uni- 
formed bands  slashed  their  long  knives 
across  the  country  protecting  the  set- 
tlers, convinced  that  the  Indians  were 
the  work  of  the  devil.  Most  of  our 
forefathers  were  yet  in  the  distant 
lands  of  Africa,  Asia  and  South 
America  or  in  the  hills  with  the  dwindl- 
ing tribes.  Over  the  next  century 
the  endless  midnight  caravans  of  en- 
slaved or  migrated  peoples  poured  in- 
to this  land,  and  in  the  fire  of  miscege- 
nation, this  nation  was  born.  True 
enough,  the  new  constitution  called 
for  certain  civil  liberties  but  the  nar- 
row and  controlled  interpretation 
never  made  it  applicable  to  the  major- 
ity of  the  people  all  the  time.  Not  to 


the  poor  of  Europe,  not  to  the  trusting 
Chinese  immigrant,  the  Filipino  farm- 
worker, the  black  Southern  slave;  not 
to  the  women  of  this  country,  not  to 
the  elders  of  our  families.  The  rights 
of  religion,  freedom  of  speech,  of  as- 
sembly, of  ideas,  of  political  beliefs 
are  constantly  denied.  And  we  are 
expected  to  celebrate  even  though  we 
did  not  participate,  though  we  do  not 
benefit.  .  . 

At  that  magic  moment  when  De- 
cember wishes  become  distant,  Jan- 
uary steps  into  center  stage  and  flash- 
es its  calling  card  shouting  "Happy 
Birthday  America"  in  bold  bicenten- 
nial letters.  But  to  many  cf  us  the  up- 
coming birthday  has  crept  up  from  be- 
hind like  a  thief  in  the  night.  It  has 
done  nothing  more  than  evoke  a  sense 
of  resistance.  It  is  not  the  celebration 
of  liberation  we  all  need  and  desire: 


It  is.  the  footnote  to  the  birth  of  a  con- 
querer.  We  are  being  bombarded  with 
a  commercial  mockery  of  indepen- 
dence when  Southern  fried  chicken  is 
packaged  in  patriotically  striped  boxes 
accompanied  with  an  all-purpose  plas- 
tic "Freedom  Mug"  brandishing  an 
embossed  picture  of  a  puffy-faced 
slave  owner  named  George  Washing- 
ton. Of  course  you  get  the  "Freedom 
Mug"  free  with  a  fill  up  of  Coca-Cola. 

Yet  it  cannot  be  said  that  there  is 
a  negative  attitude  about  celebrating 
one's  National  Liberation.  Quite  the 
opposite.  When  a  country  has  experi- 
enced independence  and  liberation  on 
a  day  to  day  basis  the  natural  desire  is 
to  dance  in  the  streets.  So  why  isn't 
there  an  overwhelming  grass-roots 
rumble  to  celebrate  the  birth  of  our 
independence?  These  questions  are 
historical.  They  were  here  yesterday 
and  our  children  will  deal  with  them 
tomorrow  unless  they  are  answered 
today.  We  must  answer  these  ques- 
tions. Even  while  we  are  being  paci- 
fied in  consumer  enslavement  the  lies

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Paci- 
fica Foundation  was  held  in  Houston, 
the  location  of  Pacifica  station  KPFT, 
in  November.  Like  the  preceding 
meeting  last  summer  in  Berkeley,  this 
one  produced  much  heat  and  little 
light. 

In  order  to  understand  the 
Houston  meeting,  and  KPFA's  posi- 
tion within  the  Foundation,  it  is  nec- 
essary to  understand  what  the  Pacifi- 
ca Foundation  is,  and  how  it's  struc- 
tured. 

Pacifica  is  a  non-profit  educa- 
tional foundation.  It  is  the  license  hold- 
er for  the  four  existing  Pacifica  stations, 
and  the  one  station  under  construc- 
tion in  Washington,  D.C.  It  also  owns 
a  tape  library  and  distribution  outlet, 
Pacifica  Program  Service. 

The  Foundation  is  directed  by 
an  unpaid  president,  and  it  employs  a 
controller  and  a  secretary.  It  also  em- 
ploys computer  workers  to  service  our 
mailing  lists. 

In  itself,  the  Foundation  has  no 
assets  other  than  the  assets  of  the  sta- 
tions. It  does  not  disperse  funds  to  the 
stations,  but  rather  is  paid  by  the  sta- 
tions for  its  services:  financial  con- 
trol, accounting,  computer  work,  and 


some  interstation  communication. 
KPFA  currently  pays  $1214  a  month 
for  these  services  (we  also  make  other 
payments  to  the  foundation  for  insur- 
ance, Washington  news  bureau  main- 
tenance, debt  retirement  etc.) 

When  the  current  president  of 
Pacifica,  a  Los  Angeles  attorney  named 
David  Finkel,  assumed  the  presidency 
a  year  ago.  he  made  as  a  condition  of 
his  acceptance  the  hiring  of  an  execu- 
tive director  as  soon  as  possible.  It 
was  his  feeling,  and  that  of  many  other 
national  board  members,  that  Pacifica 
could  better  coordinate  the  operations 
of  the  various  stations  and  initiate  na- 
tional fund  raising  and  outreach  cam- 
paigns if  someone  were  spending  full 
time  on  these  questions. 

Despite  the  fact  that  a  national 
mailing  to  the  Pacifica  stations'  sub- 
scribers was  done  to  solicit  funds  for 
this  project  (it  raised  about  $10,000), 
no  executive  director  has  been  hired. 
The  money  was  spent  to  cover  deficits 
incurred  by  the  national  office  due  to 
late  payments,  or  no  payments,  from 
member  stations. 

In  August,  the  KPFA  local  ad- 
visory board  introduced  a  series  of  re-

MUSIC 

KPFA's  Music  Department  continues  its  long-standing  commitment  to  the  pre- 
sentation of  neglected  and  worthy  American  music  with  several  new  programs 
during  the  next  six  months. 

New  additions  in  this  area  of  programming  will  include  Musica  Americana 
with  Ronald  Erickson,  You  Ain't  Gonna  Get  Out  of  This  World  Alive,  and  pro- 
grams which  will  appear  in  February  and  March  produced  by  the  Traditional 
American  Music  Collective. 

Violinist  Ronald  Erickson,  organizer  of  last  Fall's  U.S.A.  Chamber  Concerts, 
begins  a  new  program  delving  into  recorded  performances  of  lesser  known  Amer- 
ican classical  music.  Erickson's  informal  and  enthusiastic  approach  does  not  ne- 
glect to  set  each  American  piece  in  its  historical  context.  His  programs  are  heard 
as  a  regular  feature  of  Old  Songs  Deranged  (named  for  the  Charles  Ives  piece  of 
the  same  name),  Saturday  mornings  at  9  am. 

Uncle  Homer,  the  oldest  living  crawhammer  banjo  player  in  the  U.S.,  is  the 
subject  of  another  new  series  of  programs  produced  by  Joe  Vinikow  and  Jonathan 
Rose.  Drawing  on  the  sound  recordings  for  their  documentary  film  about  this  re- 
markable performer,  the  two  film  makers  present  the  philosophical  and  musical 
musings  of  this  homegrown  sage. 

Coming  soon  to  KPFA  will  be  new  programs  by  members  of  the  Traditional 
American  Music  Collective,  a  group  of  new  and  old  KPFA  voices  who  are  friends 
of  the  old-timey,  down-home  musical  fare  regularly  heard  on  Chris  Strachwitz' 
program,  Music  in  America.  Joining  Chris  will  be  Tom  Mazolini,  Jane  Hunter,  Ray 
Edlund,  Warren  Van  Orden,  Tom  Diamant,  Lou  Judson  and  others.  These  weekly 
programs  will  highlight  new  country  and  western,  bluegrass,  old-time  fiddling, 
and  blues  as  well  as  search  out  little-known  recordings  and  tie  them  to  the  main- 
stream history  of  each  area. 

These  programs  will  supplement  the  excellent  coverage  of  American  jazz  com- 
posers and  performers  produced  by  members  of  the  Third  World  department. 
Isabel  Holt  on  alternate  Monday  nights,  and  long-time  KPFA  radio  programmer 
Phil  Elwood  who  joined  KPFA  way  back  in  1953. 

To  round  off  our  American  music  programming,  Charles  Amirkhanian  will  con- 
tinue his  series  on  U.S.A.  composers,  highlighting  18th  and  19th  Century  com- 
posers along  with  selections  by  their  20th  Century  counterparts.  These  broad- 
casts are  heard  every  Monday  and  on  other  occasional  Morning  Concerts  at  9  am.

WILHELM  FURTWAENGLER 

This  month  marks  the  90th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Wilhelm  Furtwaengler, 
the  German  conductor  who  died  in  1954.  KPFA  has  already  featured  36  pro- 
grams of  Furtwaengler  performing  his  whole  repertoire.  The  Furtwaengler  Lega- 
cy series  continues  into  its  fourth  year  as  producer  Lee  Schipper  offers  many  pre- 
viously obscure  and  unknown  tapes  and  records. 

This  month  we  mark  Furtwaengler's  birth  by  presenting  three  programs  of 
Furtwaengler's  own  compositions  (Saturday  17  and  24  at  9:30  am  [part  of  Sat- 
urday Magazine]  and  Monday  26  at  8:30  pm).  Featured  will  be  Furtwaengler's 
own  symphony,  conducted  by  himself,  and  his  Piano  Concerto,  in  part  performed 
by  Edwin  Fischer  with  Furtwaengler  conducting. 

For  1976  the  Furtwaengler  Legacy  will  feature  many  of  Furtwaengler's  live 
opera  recordings  from  the  Salzburg  Festivals  (operas  of  Mozart,  Beethoven,  and 
others)  and  a  complete  performance  of  Wagner's  Ring,  from  the  La  Scala  theater, 
with  Kirsten  Flagstad.  These  and  many  of  the  other  recordings  heard  in  the  Le- 
gacy are  not  available  commercially  but  have  come  to  the  Furtwaengler  Legacy 
through  collectors  or  Mrs.  Furtwaengler  herself. 
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solutions  intended  to  democratize  the 
National  Pacifica  Board  through  inclu- 
sion of  staff  workers  as  board  members 
and  the  introduction  of  an  affirmative 
action  plan.  These  resolutions  were 
tabled,  and  another  resolution  encour- 
aging station  unionization  was  defeat- 
ed. 

At  the  November  Houston  meet- 
ing, resolutions  urging  the  establish- 
ment of  a  strong  central  Pacifica  en- 
tity with  absolute  power  vested  in  the 
president  to  hire  and  fire  managers,  de- 
duct money  from  station  bank  accounts 
to  pay  for  the  centralized  services,  cut 
budgets,  and  some  other  matters  were 
presented.  These  resolutions  were  also 
tabled  for  further  study. 

KPFA  felt  threatened  when  it 
learned  of  the  recent  centralization 
proposals,  which  seemed  to  most  of 
us  at  the  station  to  consolidate  power 
without  establishing  criteria  for  dem- 
ocratization within  Pacifica.  This 
would  be  contrary  to  KPFA's  trend  to 
increased  community  participation. 

Because  of  the  nature  of  the  Pa- 
cifica meetings,  however,  it  became  ob- 
vious that  the  power  centralization  re- 
solutions had  little  chance  of  passage. 
Like  the  resolutions  proposed  by  KPFA 
in  August,  they  were  not  acceptable  to 
a  broad  enough  spectrum  of  National 
Board  members  (each  station  has  four 
members  on  the  National  Board,  se- 
lected by  and  from  that  station's  local 
advisory  board). 

There  were  other  difficulties  at 
the  Houston  meeting.  The  financial 
condition  of  the  New  York  station, 
WBAI,  continues  to  deteriorate.  Lay- 
offs of  several  union  organizers  at 
KPFK  caused  a  great  deal  of  contro- 
versy (the  layoffs  were  rescinded,  pend- 
ing further  consultation  on  the  finan- 
cial situation  there). 

But  there  were  bright  points  as 
well.  We  met  the  Washington  station

manager  and  program  director,  Greg 
Millard  and  Denise  Oliver,  for  the  first 
time,  and  were  impressed  with  their 
efforts  so  far.  The  Houston  station  has 
a  fine  new  studio,  and  a  dedicated,  if 
starving,  staff. 

Elections  for  National  Board  Of- 
ficers were  encouraging  as  well.  We 
now  have  a  representative  national  of- 
ficer, Peter  Franck,  for  the  first  time 
since  our  hard  fought  strike  a  year  and 
a  half  ago.  In  addition,  the  election  of 
Ken  Jenkins  to  the  position  of  Chair- 
person of  the  National  Board  will  steer 
the  meetings  in  more  positive  direct- 
ions. 

It  was  clear  to  me  that  continua- 
tion of  our  successful  work  at  KPFA 
is  really  the  best  guarantee  of  non- 
interference (at  worst)  or  positive  out- 
reach (at  best)  from  the  Pacifica  Foun- 
dation. What  happens  nationally  to  Pa- 
cifica is  important  but  what  happens 
locally  to  KPFA  is  of  primary  signifi- 
cance. The  opportunities  for  growth 
of  independent  broadcast  voices  in 
Northern  and  Southern  California, 
New  York,  Houston,  and  Washington 
are  too  great  to  remain  buried  for  long. 
Hopefully,  Pacifica  will  find  a  way  to 
unify  and  develop  these  opportunities. 
*  *  *

Why.  haven't  we  engaged  in  a 
joyous  study  of  our  so  called  revolu- 
tionary history  with  fervor,  with 
honor.  If  at  the  bottom  of  these  ques- 
tions we  find  outrageous  lies  and  slick 
Watergate-type  cover-ups  then  a  re- 
education is  in  order.  This  re-educa- 
tion must  be- inspired  in  our  homes, 
among  friends,  lovers,  relatives,  and 
neighbors.  If  we  fail  to  do  this  then 
the  people  who  celebrate  the  tricen- 
tennial  will  go  to  the  "Freedom  Shut- 
tle Craft"  and  watch  a  multi-media 
laser  presentation  of  the  same  old 


thing  with  a  holographic  up-date  de- 
picting a  humble  Richard  Nixon  who 
honestly  stepped  down  so  as  not  to 
split  the  country.  .  .How  a  humble 
United  States  government  peacefully 
left  Viet  Nam  to  the  Vietnamese  peo- 
ple. .  .how  the  government  openly 
and  warmly  invited  any  of  the  Viet- 
namese people  to  come  to  the  land  of 
the  free.  .  .how  they  were  given  jobs 
immediately  and  provided  with  de- 
cent housing  in  America,  the  land 
where  dreams  come  true.  .  .No!  If 
the  bicentennial  is  catching  you  by 
surprise,  Beware!  If  we  sit  apathetical- 
ly through  this  next  year  in  the  same 
old  rut,  viewing  the  pageantry  of  the 
event.  .  .Senate  Bill  1  will  be  creepin' 
.  .  .the  swat  squads  will  be  creepin'. . . 
the  intelligence  community  will  be 
creepin'  and  growin'.  .  .then  we  may 
find  that  civil  liberties  might  be  the 
price  for  the  party. 

We  at  KPFA  hold  these  truths  to 
be  self-evident  to  the  people.  It  is  our 
responsibility  to  aid  in  the  develop- 
ment of  re-education. 

Our  next  six  months  of  program- 
ming will  be  directed  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  bicentennial  in  addition 
to  our  normal  programming.  We  will 
present  the  facts  of  the  founding  of 
this  country  from  the  great  Indian 
massacres  to  the  truth  about  slavery; 
the  second  class  status  of  woman  to 
the  treatment  of  immigrants  lured  to 
this  country  with  false  promises  of  a 
better  life.  Our  task  is  not  only  to 
help  redefine  our  history,  but  also  to 
recreate  the  pride  in  who  our  immi- 
grant ancestors  were,  as  well  as  who 
we  are  today.  Whether  they  be  a  grand- 
mother from  the  European  ghetto  to 
the  brother  from  a  teeming  Asian  port 
to  a  great  great  uncle  forcibly  loaded 
onto  a  slave  ship  three  centuries  ago.  .  . 
We  seek  to  develop  an  awareness  of 
the  people's  struggle  and  vision  in  the 
economic,  social,  and  labor  revolu- 
tions of  America.  .  .from  the  develop- 
ment of  union  struggles  to  the  waves 
of  Mexican,  Chinese,  Japanese  and 
Filipino  laborers  who  built  the  Central 
Valley  of  California  acre  by  acre  with 
their  sweat.  .  . 

The  process  of  re-education  is  a 
continuing  one.  We  at  KPFA  need 
closer  links  with  our  listeners,  in  or- 
der for  our  various  knowledge,  our 
dreams  and  struggles  to  be  realized. 
We  encourage  you  to  tell  or  send  us 
your  ideas  and  feelings  concerning  the 
significance  of  this  year  as  it  pertains 
to  your  freedom  and  heritage.

I  read  the  letter  from  JY  in  the  Decem- 
ber Folio  with  great  interest.  Like  him,  I 
began  listening  to  KPFA  a's  a  graduate  stu- 
dent at  Berkeley  in  1950,  and  1  too  have 
aged.  I  am  54,  a  teacher,  and  enjoy  a  belter- 
than-average  income.  I  thought  perhaps  JY 
was  going  to  express  a  former  concern  of 
mine-that  Third  World-type  programming 
was  taking  up  so  much  air  time  that  ma- 
terial of  more  general  interest  was  being 
crowded  out.  For  a  time,  just  before  the 
strike,  I  had  difficulty  finding  more  than  a 
dozen  programs  I  wanted  to  listen  to  each 
month.  Since  the  strike  has  ended,  this  is 
no  longer  true. 

After  reading  his  letter  with  its  concern 
about  KPFA's  philosophy  of  being  for  the 
underdog  and  opposed  to  people  like  him- 
self, I  went  through  the  Folio  to  mark  the 
programs  I  wanted  to  hear.  I  found  49-a 
record  number,  I  believe.  They  range  from 
e.  e.  cummings  and  the  Folsom  Prison  writ- 
ers to  the  Cabrillo  Music  Festival  and  reggae 
music  (not  to  mention  Chris  Strachwitz  and 
Bill  Sokol),  to  Roots  of  Consciousness  and 
Bleeker  Street  West.  I  find  nothing  the 
slightest  bit  alienating  in  any  of  this,  and  I 
am  surprised  that  JY  can.  What  I  do  find  is 
an  extraordinary  sensitivity  to  the  changes 
that  are  taking  place  in  our  world,  a  re- 
freshing emphasis  on  culture  in  the  making, 
an  exquisite  taste  in  music  and  literature, 
and  a  hope  that  a  better  world  can  be  born. 
If  this  doesn't  satisfy  his  cultural  standards, 
what  could? 

I  share  Larry  Bensky  s  distaste  for  the

Due  to  KPFA's  widely  varying  format  a 
casual  listener  may  tune  in  fairly  often,  even 
hearing  the  station  ID  fairly  often,  and 
never  understand  the  unique  nature  of  the 
station  he  is  hearing.  A  non-subscriber  may 
just  as  easily  never  again  find  that  especial- 
ly enjoyable  and/or  informative  program  he 
heard  over  KPFA  just  a  few  days  or  weeks 
ago  regardless  how  determined  he  is  to  find 
it.  But  you're  aware,  I'm  sure,  of  these  and 
many  more  problems  in  mating  the  poten- 
tial listener-supporter  with  the  station,  just 
as  you're  aware  of  the  higher  level  of  de- 
termination and,  perhaps,  intelligence  re- 
quired to  effect  that  marriage. 

How  difficult  this  can  be  was  brought 
frustratingly  home  to  me  in  my  several 
months'  efforts  to  direct  my  mother  to 
KPFA's  evening  newscasts.  Although 
neither  a  spring  chicken  nor  mechanically 
inclined,  my  mother  is  still  far  from  senile. 
She  is  quite  active,  vigorous  and  competent, 
yet  despite  my  most  detailed  instructions 
(I've  even  begun  to  wonder  if  it  may  not  be 
because  of  them)  she  still  cannot  locate 
KPFA's  signal  from  his  home  in  Daly  City! 
My  God,  I  thought,  if  she's  having  that 
much  difficulty  with  directions,  how  may 
the  casual  listener  expect  to  fare  without 
directions? 

Obviously  a  peoples'  station  requires 
the  personal  introduction  of  people.  Rare- 
ly with  the  causal  or  accidental  introduc- 
tion to  KPFA  result  in  a  permanent  listener- 
supporter;  thus  the  logic  behind  the  sign. 
Certainly  it  can  be  expected  that  nearly  all 
subscribers  and  support  group  members  tell 
their  friends  about  the  station,  but  broaden- 
ing KPFA's  base  of  support  from  this  foun- 
dation requires  or  presupposes  a  fairly  ran- 
dom distribution  of  friends  of  the  founda- 
tion. Is  this  a  reasonable  supposition?  Is  it 
possible  that  the  foundation  of  subscriber- 
supporters  is  more  akin  to  a  clique  in  which 
everyone  is  introducing  KPFA  to  each  other 
rather  than  a  random  distribution  of  the 
public  at  large?  Were  one  to  judge  the  ans- 
wer on  the  basis  of  political  inclinations 
alone  one  may  well  be  forced  to  arrive  at 
the  former  conclusion.  In  any  case,  KPFA 
still  must  be  introduced  much  more  per- 
sonally than  commercial  media,  and  herein 
lies  the  purpose  of  the  sign. 

Strangers  responding  to  the  sign  should 
be  rewarded  with  a  knowledgeable,  in- 
depth  explanation  of  KPFA  and  possibly 
be  given  a  sample  Folio.  As  I  see  it,  the  sta- 
tion's support  groups  are  ideally  suited  to 
the  task  which  takes  but  little  individual 
time  and  certainly  no  money.  Support 
group  members  with  store  front  windows  to 
display  the  sign  may  welcome  it  as  a  vehicle 
by  which  to  establish  business  relationships. 
Those  "strangers  across  the  street"  may 


welcome  the  opportunity  to  meet  and  talk 
with  their  neighbors  who  would  be  happy 
to  dial  them  into  KPFA.  (If  only  my  mo- 
ther had  such  a  neighbor!)  At  any  rate,  I 
hope  the  idea  has  some  merit. 

While  I  have  you,  Larry,  I  want  to  thank 
you  for  your  (speaking  of  the  station  and 
its  staff  in  toto)  most  appreciated  efforts. 
If  you  haven't  yet  recognized  the  return 
address,  it's  Folsom  State  Prison  wherein 
our  appreciation  and  gratutudc  has  parti- 
cular significance.  Although  we  find  your 
signal  very  weak  here,  a  wierd,  in-cell 
antenna  arrangement  does  suffice  to  make 
it  readable,  and  the  power  and  love  and 
beauty  of  your  message  more  than  com- 
pensates for  the  inconvenience.

Most  economists  agree  that  the  United 
States  is  going  through  a  severe  economic 
recession.  Millions  of  people  are  out  of 
work,  with  no  employment  in  sight.  The 
Ford  Administration  has  pushed  for  and 
won  major  cut-backs  in  money  allocated 
for  essential  social  services,  cutbacks  in 
education,  health  care,  and  welfare.
